Huge clouds of

— President 
Wilson told callers he did not know 
the cause for the delay of the German 
reply to the American note on the loss 
of American lives on the Lusitania, 
but he assumed that the German gov­ 
ernment, for the moment, was absorb­ 
ed in the new circumstances arising 
out of Italy’s entrance into the war. 
Ambassador Gerard has gent sev­

cerning Its contents. The German em 
bassy has made suggestions to the 
German foreign office for the reply, 
and in German quarters it is said the

While declining to throw light on

Split-Log Drag of Great Service in 
Keeping Thoroughfares in Shape 
— How It Is Built. 


The use of the spHMog drag is im­ 
portant iii putting the roads in shape. 
T here are over 2,boo.oho miles of earth 
roads in the country, and the split lug 
drag is of groat service in keeping 
them In economical repair. 
The drag 
is used in many states and in foreign 
countries. 
It is used with two. three, 
or four horses, and is easily con­ 
structed. 
It is a mistake to construct a. heavy 
drag. 
A dry red cedar log is the best 
material for a drag. Red elm and wal­ 
nut when thoroughly driud are excel­ 
lent. and box elder, soft maple, or even 
willow are preferable to oak, hickory 
or ash. 
The log should be seven or eight 
feet 
long, and from ten to twelve 
inches in diameter, and carefully spilt 
down the middle. 
The heaviest and 
best slabs should be selected for the 
front. 
At a point on the front slab 
lour inchcg from the end that is to be 
at the middle of the road locate the 
center of the hole to receive a cross 
stake, and 22 inches from the other 
end of the front slab locate the center 
for another cross stake. 
The hole 
for the middle stake will lie on a line 
connecting and halfway between the 
other two. 
The back slab should then be placed 
in a position behind the other. 
From 
the end at the middle of the road 
measure 20 inches for the center of 
the cross stake, and Fix inches from 
the other end locate the center of the
